GANDHI FASTING 
ENDS ON PLEDGE 


(BY Th* Associated Prasa) 
NEW DELHI. India, Jan. 19 —Mo­ 
handas K. Gandhi’s hope of har­ 
mony in India lay today in the sol­ 
emn pledge by 
religious 
leaders 
which ended his peace fast after 121 
hours and 45 minutes. 
The Indian patriot and Hindu 
spiritual leader drank sweet lime 
juice at 12:45 p. m. y esterday . 
It 
was his first nourishment since 11 
a. m. Tuesday , when he began the 
fast, his fifteenth. 
Tells Of Pledge 
Last night, five hours after break ­ 
ing his fast, the 78-y ear-old Gandhi 
told a big pray er meeting he did so 
on the 
"pledge and counsel-’ 
of 
friends from Hindu-led India and 
Moslem-led Pak istan. 
They guaranteed, he said, "com­ 


plete, unbrok en friendship’’ among 
Hindus, Moselems and Sik hs. G an­ 
dhi said fulfillment of this pledge 
would double "my Intense wish to 
live a lull span oi hie doing service 
to humanity , at least 125 y ears, or 
as some say . 133 y ears.' 
His reference was to a resolution, 
signed a few hours before he ended 
his 
ordeal, in which 
communal 
leaders pledged their lives as an 
earnest of peace. 
They 
adopted 
his 
seven-point 
program for social acceptance and 
safety of lives and property of Mos­ 
lems in India. They set up a com­ 
mittee of 130, of all religions, to 
meet nightly for a review of pro­ 


gress toward these ends. 
An 
associate 
said 
that, 
once 
Gandhi is sure harmony reigns in 
India, he Intends to go to Pak istan 
.to try ‘truth and non-violence" to 
the same purpose there. 
The two British dominions, creat­ 
ed last Aug. 15, have been torn by 
communal riots Tatal to hundreds 
of thousands. They now are a t odds 
over tribal raids in the disputed 
states of Kashmir. 
In line with Gandhi's campaign, 
the Indian government last night 
granted freedom or pardons to all 
Pak istan soldiers accused or con­ 
victed 
of criminal acts 
between 
dominion day and Jan. 10.
